British Government Fully Recognizes [maortance of Rapid 
Imperial Communication, and Britain Now Leads 
in W.reless, Connecting the Domin ons, 


London,—In the House of commons, 
H. Page, Croft, Unionist member for 
Christ church, drew attention to the 
total lack of organization in Imperial 
affairs and the failure to carry out 
the proposals of the premiers of the 
overseas dominions made at the im- 
perial conference last*spring. ‘The 
Government ought to re-consider the 
whole imperial pusition, he said. 


Major Archer Shee, Unionist, urg- 
ed the appointment of the proposed 
imperial trade commissioners and 
construction of a state-owned Atlan- 
tic cable. 


L. S. Amery, Unionist, condemned 
the Government's attitude regarding 
unity of the kmpire. In the country's 
present industrial distress, Britain's 
willing workers ought to be linked to 
the Empire’s boundless resources. 


Postmaster-General Samuels said 
the Government fully recognized the 
importance of cheap and rapid im- 
perial communication, and had ar- 
ranged with ‘the Marconi Company 
for a chain of wireless stations con- 
necting Britain, India, Australia and 
New Zealand, at a cost of haif a mil- 
lion, 


This: was of the greatest import- 
ance from the strategical aspect and 
placed this country far ahead of any 
other country in respect of wireless 
communications. A _ state-owned ca- 
ble across the Atlantic could only re- 
sult in loss because there ‘would be 
no constant and certain volume of 
Canadian business.

Horace Halcrow’ Thinks It is Best 

Port on the Bay. 

Le Pas, N.W.T.—Horace Halcrow, 
who returned from Port Nelson a few 
days ago, and who has been several 
times down the Bay both to Fort 
Churchill and Port Nelson, declared 
in an interview that in his opinion 
the latter “vas undoubtedly the bet- 
ter port on account of the deep cen- 
tral channel, the wide entrance and 
the fact that the land where the city | 
would be located is high and dry and | 
well protected by trees. There van 
be no doubt, added Mr. Halcrow, 
about the north side of the river be- 
ing the best location for a city, as 
the south side is often submerged for 
ten miles inland. 

On the trip from which he has just 
returned Mr. Halcrow met two men 
located, on land near Port Nelson in- 
tending to claim squatters’ rights 
when the time comes that the land 
will be surveyed. They had been 
there a year, and were anxious to 
know what progress was being made 
with the construction of the line from 
here, 

Speaking about the much discussed 
line from Prince Albert to the Bay, 
Mr. Halcrow’ expressed the opinion 
that the city would soon find it a bet- 
ter plan to build or encourage the 
building of a road to connect at Le 
Pas with the government line than 
to advocate the construction of a rail- 
way to connect farther north, through 
land which is quite impracticable. 

The piers of the bridge at Le Pas, 
are now completed, but the steel for 
the superstructure has not yet ar- 
rived. There is considerable real 
estate changing hands, and several 
sales at good prices. 


MADE NO STATEMENT 


Colonial Secretary Uninformed on Do- 
minion’s Intentions Regarding 
Navy.

repeal all of the Canadian reciprocity 
act save the section relating to free 
pulp and paper, has provoked eritic- 
ism that is taken to indicate a still 
existing hope on this side the line 
that the act may yet be ratified by 
Canada, 

It is boldly asserted tha the sen- 
ator violates the construction in pro- 
posing legislation to change a law 
touching the public revenues, and 
that such measures must originate in 
the House. Moreover, the finance 
committee is accused of disrespect in 
not having obtained the president's 
consent to the proposed legislation. 

Senator McCumber says that as 
his bill does not touch the section of 
reciprocity which is active law, it 
cannot conflict with the constitution, 
that Canada had its chance and re- 
jected it, and now the offer should be 
withdrawn. He says that the presi- 
dent did not ask the consent of the 
Senate to propose reciprocity, lence 
there is no obligation on the part of 
the Senate to consult the president 
as to repeal, | 

Senator McCumber declares that 
the Republicans, generally, favor the 
repeal of the reciprocity act. This 
bill. which the finance committee re- 
ports favorably, repeala section two.

18. Concerning Israel it is written 
that He suffered them to hunger 
(Deut. viii, 3), but it was to prove 
them and teach them. The wicked 
are ever watching the righteous and 
secking to slay them (Ps. xxxvii, 32), 
and here they are finding fault and 
condemning the disciples, and the 
Lord, too, because they knew Him 
not, nor the Scriptures, which they 
professed to reverence. He referred 
them to their own Scriptures, saying. 
“Have ye never read what David did 
when he had need and was an hun- 
gered? (Verse 25.) There is no 
word of condemnation here for David 
and his followers. He came not to 
condemn, but to show mercy, hence 
His quotation from the prophets in 
Matthew’s record, “I will have mer- 
cy and not sacrifice’ (Matt. xii, 7;

The primary idea in sacrifice is that 
God gives to us, not that we give 
to Him, for in the first sacrifice the 
Lord gave to Adam and Eve redemp- 
tion clothing which He Himself pro- 
vided, a foreshadowing of Christ lov- 
ing the church and giving Himsaly, 
for it, purchasing it with His owg; 
blood. We cannot give anything te 
God nor offer Him acceptable servieg, 
until we have received mercy from 
Him as the one who saves sinnerg. 
Before ever sin entered this woru 
God set apart one day in seven as 
a time when man might be free from 
all work and give himself up wholly 
to becoming acquainted with God, 
for there is nothing that can com. 
pare with knowing God (Jer. ix, 23, 
24). The Lord of the Sabbath gave 
to man in His own image a day on 
which He might specially bless him 
by the revelation of himself as the 
source of all being and blessing and 
life and love and peace. The man in 
the synagogue with the withered 
hand was strongly suggestive of the 
condition of the nation and of their 
inability to do anything for God until 
they would accept His mercy. In the 
record, in Matt. xii, 11, 12, He uses 
the illustration of the necessity of 
rescuing a sheep from a pit, even on 
the Sabbath day, but He speaks of 
the owner of the sheep doing this, 
saying. ‘What man shall have one 
sheep,” not see a sheep. He loved 
these wayward sheep. He came to 
give them life. He was as ready te 
heal them as He was to restore that 
withered hand, but they would not 
let Him, and the hardness (or blind 
ness—margin) of their hearts was a 
grief to Him. Note the cry from Hig 
heart concerning them, “We woul@ 
not.” ‘We will not.” “If thou hadst 
known” (Matt) xxiff, 97: enti, 9; 
John v, 40; Luke xix, 41, 42), Ie 
stead of having anything Like w peule 
tent spirit, a conviction of sin, their 
proud hearts so rebelled against 
Him and His teaching that they went 
away and took counsel how they 
might kill Him. For His love they 
gave Him hatred, they knew Him not, 
they would not have such a one as 
their Messiah, but the time will come 
when they shall say, “Our God”

o A NY person who is the sole head of » 
na SAjamily, orany mule over 1S years old 
may homestead a quarter section of avail- 
able Dominion land in Manitoba Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta.

Eniry by proxy may be made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by father 
mother, son, daughter, brother or sister o» 
intending homesteuder. 

Duties.—Six months residence upon ana 
cultivation of land in each of three years 
A homesteader may live within nine miles 
of his homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres soly owned and occupied by him or 
by his father mother, son, daughter, bro 
ther or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader it 
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good standing may pre-empt a quartel

Capt. Smith's presence 
onthe bridge of the new ocean 
giantess, is proof of the confidence 
reposed in him bv the officials of 
the White Star line, of which he 
is senior captain.

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The Olympic twice met with 
ill-fortune when Capt. Smith was 
her commander. 


Her first trouble befell last Sep- 
tember when she was in collision 
with the British cruiser Hawke, 
in the Solent. 


Her second accident was rece: dad 
in February of this year, when she 
struck what is believed to have 
been a submerged wreck, and lost 
« blade from. one of her propel'ers. 


The honor b stowe! on Capty 
Smith, who reli iquished t' e com- 
mand of the Olympic to Capt. H. 
J. Heideck, the youngest c mman 
ier of the Whit: Star service. is 
considered remarkable among steam 
ship commanders because of the 
ceep sea tradition, which has it 
that a comma ders care is pract 
ically ended when the vessel, for 
which he 1s ‘responsiblh, meets 
with a sericug mishap. 


The underwriters at Lloyds were 
staggered ‘with the news, but it 
is declared the insurance on the 
lost vessel is so evenly distributed 
that none of the underwriters is 
likely to he hard hit. Reassuring 
cable dispatches received yesterday 
had sent the re-insurance rate down 
to 25 guineas per cent and under- 
writers closed up at night hopeful 
that all was well. When they re- 
opened this morning a little bus- 
iness was done at 90 guineas but 
the rate was quickly raised tu 95, 
which is known as ‘‘total lors’, rate. 

The exact amount fof propertv 
loss was hard to ascertain today. 
The underwriters stated that they 
could not say accurately what sec- 
urities were ou board the ship as 
yet. It was generally estimated 
however, that with the cargo, the 
Titanic would represent a value of 
approximately $12,500,000. Of 
this total $750,000 was retained by 
the White Star company at its own 
risk, and the balance was placed 
on the insurance market in London 
Liverpool, Hamburg and elsewhere 


The loss sustained is the largest 
on record in connection with one 
“bottom”, Officials of the White 
Star Co. say that so far as they
